It is a fact not known to all political 


economists that the taste tor mutton in 
this country is on the decline. The agri- 
cultural returns just issued shows thru 
there are fewer sheep kept in Great Brit- 
ain now than for twelve years past, and 
that the falling ofl' in this item of live 
stock in the case of England alone has 
amounted in the last eleven years to over 
2,500,000. Moreover in the "case of Eng- 
land the decrease has been going on nt 
an accelerated pace up to this year, tlie 
total for 1882 being no less than K,50U,UOO 
belowlSTO, whereasiu Scotland thefigurcs 
for the two vears, and, indeed, for the 
whole period, do not vary materially. 
Such being the state of the home supply 
of sheep, it may be supposed that the de- 
ficiency would "be made up by an increase 
of expoits from abroad. Here, however, 
we are confronted with a condition of af- 
Euirs altogether belying such exceptions. 
For tho foreign supplies of live sheep 
brought to our cattle markets are seen to 
have diminished instead of increasing 
witli the last short period. A steady 
decline ever since 187(5 brought the num- 
ber down from 307,000 to 718,000, and 
:he falling oft'was greater tliun usual in 
1881, amounting to no less than. 10,000. 
On the whole, taking the home and 
foreign supply together, there is .1 loss of 
125,000 head on the year and of 300,000 
on the total for 1SCS, which is the first 
year included in the report. 
Under 


these circumstances it will be imagined i 
likely that the supply of meat and dead 
animals fiom abroad would proportionate- 
ly increase. 
It has not, however, clone 


so for the tables show a heavy decline 
under each of these headings. 
What ia 


the explanation of this remarkable phe- 
nomenon'? It is not to be accounted for 
by saying that tho flesh of the sheep was 
dearer, for the price paid was somewhat 
less. There is, therefore, only one con- 
clusion to bo drawn—that the English 
people have been loosing that appetite for 
mutton which once prevailed so exteu- 
Bively among them.—London Globe. 


Bicycles on tlie Alps. 


"Over the Alps by bicycle!" 
What 


would that Colossus of lioads, the Great 
Napoleon, have thought had he read 
these words? The fact that a couple of 
English bicyclists should set out from 
London with the intention of riding to 
Venice on the "silent horse" would more 
many of us to feel surprise, were it not 
that the journeys o£ equal length have 
already been undertaken, and successful- 
ly accomplished, by members of English 
bicycle clubs. 
The trip, for instance, 


from John o'Groat's House to the Land's 
End, or from London to Marseilles, is not 
much shorter than that from London to 
Venice, yet the diflereuce between the two 
former and the latter may readily be im- 
agined by those who have ever traveled 
from Switzerland into Italy by tlie Simp- 
Ion, 
the St. Gothard, or tlie Splugen 


Passes. The bicycle has occasionally 
been suggested as a vehicle which might 
be advantageously utilized for -warlike 
purposes; but the difficulty of going up 
:ull, or of traversing broken ground upon 
,hc smooth-gliding 
machine seems to 


militate a-gainst the notion of attempting 
:o put our English Uhlans upon wheels. 
Mr. A. Brown, of Beckenhnm, tells us 
that he crossed the Alps twice on a bicy- 
cle in 1878; and Mr. Cnarlcs'L. Maddox, 
if the Wanderers' Bicycle Club writing 
'rom the village of Simplon, announces 
.hat he and lus companion, Mr. Fletcher, 
<f the Kent Bicycle Club, had got thus 
ar on their road to Venice, although 
ipon arriving at Berisal—which is a lit- 
le hamlet, not far from Bricg, in the 
•alley of the Rhone—they found that a 
icavy fall'of snow, which still lay bc- 
ween them and the Hospice do St "Ber- 
lard at the top of the pass, made further 
progress upon their bicycles impossible,

oeen expected for some time, died last 
evening at half-past six o'clock. He was 


rn in Lancaster, Grant county, iu this 


state, in August, 1847. When the cholera

country iu 1854, his 


mother 
fell 
a 
victim 
to 
that 


disease. 
In 
1SCO, he 
went 
to St. 


Albans, Vermont, ard entered the family 
of Mr. Isaac Farnsworth who had two 
or three years before, married his sister. 
In 1863, Mr. Barnett returned to Lancas- 
ter, and when Mr. Farus worth settled in 
that place Frank made his homo with 
hire, and from that time till his death, 
with the exception ot the time he was at 
Cedar Eapids,his home was m the fam- 
ily ot Mr. Farnsworth. Twelve years ago 
he began to clerk in the dry goods store 
of Mr. Farnsworth, in Jancsville, and 
continued with him till 1S7S, when he 
went to Cedar Bapids, lown, to take 
charge of thu dry goods store of Smith & 
Bostwick, of this city. There his health 
began to fail, and in the summer of 1881 
he took au extensive trip through Colora- 
do, Jbut seemingly did not receive sub- 
stantial benefit from the travel in that 
country. Early in January 1882, he was 
taken with a severe cold, and a few days 
later ho suffered tho first hemorrhage ot 
the luugs. On the 27th of last April bo 
was brought to Jacasvillo from Cedar 
Kapids in a special 
oar, aud taken 


to the homo of Mr. Farnsworth. 
Whilo 


the kindest and most constant care and 
the best medical treatment were rvil'orded 
Mr. Barnett, consumption kept steadily 
on doing its work until death ended his 
suU'oriogs. 
He was the youngest of 


eleven children, aud all the other ten nro 
now living, Mrs. Isaac Farasworth, his 
Bister, being tbo only member of the fum- 
jly residing in Jar.esville.
